gate* Officer Mai tos stated that she did, however, observe Officer Coleman with scratches to his left 
arm. 

In a To/Frorn/Subject Report, the accused, Officer Michael Twarowski, denied the 
allegations and basically corroborated the account of Officer Maltos. Officer Twarowski reiterated 
that neit her he nor Officer Mattes had any physical contact with II and stated that he 
observed^^^^H with scrapes to his shins and his knees when he was removed from underneath 
the burglar gate* (Alt* #103) 

In a To/From/Subject Report, the accused. Officer Michael Hammond, slated that he was 
working with Officer Samuel Manto, on the dale and time in question* O fficer Hammond denied 
the allegations, denied observing any officer physically abuseUlSslH and stated that when he 
and Officer Manto entered the rear of the restaurant, Mr* Pinkin was already handcuffed and standing 
up. Officer Hammond stated that Officer Coleman explained to him whal had occurred and 
requested that he escort of the restaurant, to a squad car* Officer Hammond stated 

that he assisted by grabbin^SRllEll's w rists and escorting him out of the restaurant. Officer 
Hammond stated that he observed with no visible injuries and observed OffkerCoicman 

with scratches 10 his arms. (Alt. #109) 

Department records indicated that Officer Samuel Mante is currency on a Military Leave of 
Absence until 30 June 1999 and was unavailable for interview, (An. #fi3) 

in a 1 n/FromLSubj cci Report, the accused. Officer James Daniels, slated that he was working 
with Officer Robert Poho I ik on the date and timcinaueslion. Officer Daniels den led the all eg at ions, 
denied observing any officer physically abusearid stated ihul when he and Officer 
Poholik entered the rear of the restaurant, was already handeuffc^n^tanding near 

Officers Coleman and Rodriquez* Officer Daniels stated that he did not observ^^^^H with any 
visible injuries and observed Officer Coleman with scratches on his left am Officer Daniels stated 
that he and Officer Poholik searched MHHHand transported him to the 012 fS District Station for 
processing* Upon inquiry, Officer Daniels staled that nol request lo go to a hospital 

for medical treatment while at the 012 th District Station, (Alt.tfl 10) 

In a Tu/From/Subject Report, the accused, Officer Robert Poholik, denied the allegations, 
denied observing any officer physically abuse Mr* Pinkin and corroborated the account of Officer 

Daniels. 
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CONCLUSION: 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that the allegation that Officer Coleman failed to 
identify himself as a Chicago Police Officer be “Unfounded".^h^vidcncc indicates that Officer 
Coleman was in fall police uniform during Ins contact not 

specifically ask Officer Coleman to identify himself by giving him his name* rank or star number* 

The Reporting In vesti gator recommends that t he allegatio n that Officer Coleman shot at Mr. 

be "Exonerated"* Officer Coleman slated (hat was in possession of a knife with 

u two inch blade and stated that refused bothhisandOfficer Rodriquez's orders lo 

drop the knife. Officer Coleman stated that it was whenlunged at him and Officer 
Rodriquez* that he fired his weapon into a wall above s head lo the 

opportunity to drop the knife. Officer Rodriquez corroborated Officer Coleman's account. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that the allegations of physical abuse (hat were made 
against Officers Coleman, Rodriquez, Mallos, Twarowskt* Hammond, Daniels, and Poholik be 
"Unfounded" and that the a I legal ions that Officers Daniels and Poholik refused to 
to the hospital f or medical tr eatment upon his request be “Not Sustained". The physical evidence 
docs not suppori^^^^^^ s account of the beating that he described. staled (hai he was 

struck repeatedly with fists, flashlights, batons and was kicked abouutu^jody by numerous police 
officers, Central Booking photo depicts no injury* Lockup Screening 

Record tndicalcs no injuryrecords indicate multiple crapes 

and abrasions which were consistent with the offictts^ccount of (lie manner in which Mr. Pinkin 
sustained his injuries. The officers stated thaf^^^^^^Lustained his injuries when he tried to 
escape by crawling underneath the burglar gate, Thougt^^^^H stated that Officers Daniels and 
Poholik refused to lake him t^^^ospitaJ for medical treatment upon his request. Officers Daniels 
and Poholik both staled did not request to go to thcJtospuaHor medical treatment. 

Without any witnesses or any corroborative evidence on the part or on the purl of the 

officers, there is insufficient evidence to prove or disprove EBlSSli's allegation.
